_ Many of my readers are still, doubtless, 
in the middie of their spring cleaning.

Every 
householder receives a notice that the 
inspectors will be round on a certain date 
to inspect the premises and pass them as 
clean.

for everyone turns his furniture, pots, 
pans and mats into the street.

If they are satis- 
fied that the house is spotless, you are 
given a white ticket to attach to your 
door-post ; but if they find any dust in a 
dark corner, or untidy drains, then they 
attach a pink label to the door-post and 
warn you of the date of their next inspec- 
tion—generally two or three days later.

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“ALEXANDER HAMILTON” 
AT THE CAPITAL.

Americans cannot justly complain that their 
national history does not secure its due pro- 
minence on the screen, although they may, 
and do, complain that their history is not 
always treated either accurately or seriously. 
It may be that they will complain of 
“ Alexander Hamilton,” the George Arliss 
film at the Capitol this week, because some 
liberties have Mai taken with the known 
facts of the great statesman’s life, No one, 
not even the most fervently patriotic citizen 
of the United States, can ‘complain that 
Alexander Hamilton's career has not been 
made into a fascinating film, delightful as 
entertainment, with some magnificent acting 
by the greatest actor of the screen, and a 
story that has at least some basis in actual 
fact. Those who have studied ‘‘ The 
Federalist ” may believe that all of Alex- 
ander Hamilton is not in the film, but so 
few have studied that treatise on the early 
political struggles of the United States that 
their tiny protests would fail to be heard in 
the general chorus of praise. “ Alexander 
Hamilton,” as George Arliss presents him, is 
a kind of American “ Disraeli,’’ and with 
about the same contact with historical ac- 
tuality. 


A SOLDIER STATESMAN, 


Alexander Hamilton was born in 1757, and 
forsook his legal work to become a soldier 
in Washington's army. As Washington's 
chief adviser he played a prominent part in 
the War of rates ets and when the 
United States came into being it was he who 
urged Washington to become the first Presi- 
dent. Hamilton himself accepted office as 
Secretary to the Treasury, an office which 
be held from 1789 to 1795, and took a lead- 
ing part in the drafting of the Constitution 
of the United States. 

This film confines itself rather  straitly 
to Hamilton's efforts to secure financial 
stability, and considerable play is made with 
what he called ' the copy-book maxim: 
honesty is the best policy.” Washington 
had promised that the soldiers would be paid ; 
but, with States issuing paper currency which 
could not be redeemed, the soldiers looked 
like being wwindled, until Hamilton insisted 
that all debts must be honoured so that the 
national credit could stand high. In order 
that his Assumption Bill—a financial measure 
mainly—could pass the House of Representa- 
tives, Hamilton had to “ learn to be a 
politician,” and it is in this process that Mr. 
Arliss achieves his most charming effects. 

‘* Alexander Hamilton ' has its lessons for 
Dublin to-day, but these lessons need not be 


| stressed unduly ; they will be noted as the 


story of political intrigue unfolds itself on 
the screen. The unpaid soldiers believed 
that it was Hamilton who blocked their pay- 
ments, and an angry mob wy ox 0 his home 
in Philadelphia. Inside his Cabinet he was 
faced with the opposition of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, and certain Senators threatened to 
throw out his bill if their demands were not 
conceded.

MONSIEUR GOBLET’S LECTURE 
AT UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 


The Down Survey was discussed yesterday 
by M. Y. Morvran Goblet, author of “ La 
ransformation de la Géographie Politique de 
l’Irlande au 17 Siécle,”’ in the first of two 
lectures which he is delivering at University 
College, Dublin, on Sir William Petty’s

HE glories of Dublin Castle, centre and 
Ty symbol of stirring events in Irish 
history, are in temporary eclipse. 

Externally, the Castle is unchanged. The 
frowning ramparts look to-day as they looked 
when the Lords Lieutenant held their courts, 
when the Union Jack fluttered for the last 
time above its towers and was replaced by the 
Irish Tricolour, and when justice was dis- 
pensed within its walls by Free State judges. 

Internally, however, everything is changed. 
Carpenters and painters have taken possession 
of the ornate handed and corridors, which 
in bygone days were the scene for the colour- 
ful pageants of Anglo-Irish society, and 
which, by the decision of the late Govern- 
ment, are destined to serve as State reception 
rooms for the newer regwne. Littered with 
carpenters’ and cleaners’ materials, and other- 
wise bare save for workmen with tools, 
brushes and ladders, these spacious apart- 
ments give little hint of the splendours which 
they have seen and are yet to see again. 

In St. Patrick’s Hall, once the banqueting 
chamber of the Castle and destined to be used 
for the most 
functions, the magnificent eighteenth-centu 
ceiling paintings of Vincent Waldron look 
down upon a scene of disorder, to which the 
banners of the knights which hang from the 
walls add only a note of incongruity, amidst 
the tarnished gold and dirty white of the de- 
corations.

“The point of difference between our 
firm and the Soviet Government was the 
guestion of currency,’ Mr. Moritz Kabn 
said. ‘‘ The Soviet Government is short of 
gold, and was willing to pay us in Russian 
roubles. Soviet currency is not exchange- 
able in the West, and hence is virtually 
worthless to us. Under our former con- 
tgact, which expired last March, we were 
paid in American dollars.” 

The Kahn organisation in Moscow was 
principally sible for the design and 
construction of the Stali tractor fac- 
tory, with a capacity of 40,000 machines a 
year. It also built the Kharkew tractor 
factory, the Chelyabinsk factory, with a 
capacity of 50,000 tractors a year and nume- 
tous machine and motor car assembly plants.

ing, counting -or measuring, and weighing 
was by far the most common of the three, 
The use of very simple balances dates back 


as far as eight thousand years B.C. 
“The invention oí the balance must have 


had a very important, effect on the morality 
of those early days, and it was not surpris- 
ing that the use of the balance was attributed ~~ 
to the gods of those pagan times, and that 


the balance itself came to be the ’ svmbol of 
divine justice. 

A great advance was made in 1669 when 
a French mathematician named Roberval 


invented what is known as the static enigma. 


Roberval’s so-called enigma had been known 
for probably one hundred and tifty years 
before 1t was realised that his discovery in- 
dicated a method of making a type of 
weighing-machine by which the goods and 
weights could be carried above the beam. 


The convenience of having the goods- 


pan and weight-plate above the beam led to 
the substitution of those counter machines, 
as they have come to be called, for balances 
in the majority of trades. 

In view of the necessity to ensure honesty 
in weighing operations the more advanced 
countries have detailed regulations for its 
control, and in the Free State there are re- 
gulations that the machines used for certain 
classes of goods where the value is high in 
proportion to the weight—t.c., tea, coffee, 
cocoa and tobacco—must be of a certain 
standard of sensitivity. 

The latest development has been the 
progress in machines. with visible indication, 
One of its great advantages is that buyer 
and seller can see that the machine is in 
balance. In the old days they had to have 
a large quantity of weights alongside the 
scale, put on and take off large and small 
weights until the scale turned to their satis- 
faction, To-day the weight and the price 
are read in a glance at the dial or cylinder, 
and the errors of mental calculation are done 
away with, while the purchaser can see on. 
his side of the scale a clear indication of the 
weight.
